A BILL FOR

An Act relating to transportation and other
infrastructure-related appropriations to the department of
transportation, including allocation and use of moneys from
the road use tax fund and the primary road fund.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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S.F. 2314

Section 1. 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 125, section 3, is
amended to read as follows:

SEC. 3. ROAD USE TAX FUND. There is appropriated from the
road use tax fund created in section 312.1 to the department of
transportation for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, and
ending June 30, 2013, the following amounts, or so much thereof
as is necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

However, if the projects for which the appropriation
was made are completed in an earlier fiscal year, unencumbered
or unobligated moneys shall revert at the close of that same
fiscal year.

Sec. 2. 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 125, section 4, is amended
to read as follows:

SEC. 4. PRIMARY ROAD FUND. There is appropriated from the
primary road fund created in section 313.3 to the department of
transportation for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, and
ending June 30, 2013, the following amounts, or so much thereof
as is necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

For purposes of section 8.33, unless specifically provided
otherwise, moneys appropriated in subsections 10 through 15
that remain unencumbered or unobligated shall not revert
but shall remain available for expenditure for the purposes
designated until the close of the fiscal year that ends
three years after the end of the fiscal year for which the
appropriation was made. However, if the project or projects
for which such appropriation was made are completed in an
earlier fiscal year, unencumbered or unobligated moneys shall
revert at the close of that same fiscal year.
Sec. 3. ROAD USE TAX FUND EFFICIENCY MEASURES —
QUARTERLY REPORTS. The department of transportation shall
submit quarterly reports in an electronic format to the
co-chairpersons of the joint appropriations subcommittee on
transportation, infrastructure, and capitals, the chairpersons
of the senate and house standing committees on transportation,
the department of management, and the legislative services
agency regarding the implementation of efficiency measures
identified in the "Road Use Tax Fund Efficiency Report”,
January 2012. The reports shall provide details of activities
undertaken in the previous quarter relating to one-time and
long-term program efficiencies and partnership efficiencies.
Issues to be covered in the reports shall include but are

not limited to savings realized from the implementation of
particular efficiency measures; updates concerning measures
that have not been implemented; efforts involving cities,
counties, other jurisdictions, or stakeholder interest groups;
any new efficiency measures identified or undertaken; and
identification of any legislative action that may be required
to achieve efficiencies. The first report shall be submitted
by October 1, 2012.
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
